PROBATIONARY SUBJECT WAS SEEN ENTERING THE POLICE DEPARTMENT AT 6:12PM AND 
LEAVING AT 7:41PM. FOR THIS DATE THE SUBJECTS TIME SHEET SHOWS 1700HRS (5:00PM) 
UNTIL 2200HRS (10:00PM) AND AGAIN THE INITIALS "B.P." APPEAR. 

BISSONNETTE ADVISED THAT HE THEN CALLED OFFICER DAVIS BACK AND ADVISED HER OF 
HIS FINDINGS. BISSONNETTE STATES THAT "ON AT LEAST ONE OCCASION PACE CAN BE 
SEEN ON THE "CIVILIAN" SIDE OF THE COUNTER TAKING THE SHEET FROM THE SUBJECT, 
WRITING THE TIMES AND INITIALS AND HANDING THE SHEET BACK TO THE SUBJECT. 

BISSONNETTE ALSO ADVISED THAT DEPARTMENT POLICY STATES IF A COMMUNITY SERVICE 
WORKER IS AT THE FIRE DEPARTMENT AND THE STAFF HAS TO LEAVE TO RESPOND TO A 
CALL THE SUBJECT MUST EXIT AND WAIT OUTSIDE UNTIL STAFF RETURNS. BISSONNETTE 
THEN STATED THAT ON AT LEAST ONE OCCASION WAS WITNESSED BEING LEFT ALONE IN 
THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. BISSONNETTE WAS ESPECIALLY CONCERNED ABOUT THIS, AS THE 
SUBJECT IS ON PROBATION FOR GRAND THEFT, POSSESSION OF BURGLARY TOOLS,

SHE INDICATE THE ABOVE EVENTS IN HER REPORT IN REFERENCE TO THE PROBATION

I THEN REVIEWED BISSONNETTE'S WRITTEN STATEMENT AND SUPPORTING DOCUMENTS 
THAT HE PROVIDED FROM THE FLAGLER COUNTY PROBATION OFFICE. AFTER DOING SO I 
ASKED WHY HE DID NOT REPORT THIS TO LAW ENFORCEMENT SOONER. BISSONNETTE

Narrative 



On approximately 03-08-13 this investigator contacted the Flagler Beach Police Department ( and City 
of Flagler Beach ) Information Technologist, Jerry Pflueger, with James Moore and Company, to request 
his assistance in retrieving the video surveillance from the Flagler Beach Fire Department. The video in 
question and requested by this investigator was regarding the allegation of fraudulently awarded 
community service work hours given by Firefighter Bobby Pace to Community Control Offender Vitaly 
Tsabak. This investigator had also recieved an additional complaint by Department of Corrections 
Supervisor Doug Daniel in regards to an additional offender, Dmytro Blinov, having been awarded 
fraudulent hours by another firefighter, Dustin Snyder. This investigator compiled a list of the requested 
time frames (nine total) for IT Pflueger to retrieve. These included five for Pace/Tsabak and four for 
Snyder/Blinov. (see attached) 

On 03-14-13 this investigator was contacted at the FBPD by IT Pffueger in reference to his findings. IT 
Pflueger stated that he had been to the fire department and had attempted to retreive the requested video 
only to find that there was no historical activity stored prior to 02-11-13 at 21:05:51 hours. IT Pflueger 
advised that given the type of video system the fire department utilized (motion activated) , there should 
be a much longer retrievable history ( for example the original Department of Corrections complaint was 
able to be retrieved and viewed at approximatlely six weeks )available and that with his knowledge and 
experience he believed that the video surveillance files had been manualy deleted. IT Pflueger advised 
that while he was at the fire department Bobby Pace had been very cooperative to include asking him 
prior to his departure if he had gotten everything he needed. 

On 03-19-13 Bobby Pace came voluntarily to the Flagler Beach Police Department and asked to speak 
with this investigator. This investigator spoke with Pace in the Officer's Interview room despite the 
recording equipment being temporarily inoperable. This investigator then attempted to record the 
interview with an iphone recording device only to discover afterwards that the system had failed to 
record. Pace advised that he did not personally know Vitaly Tsabak and that he had been to the fire 
department on approximately eight to ten occasions to do community service work hours. Pace stated 
that he had never flagrantly awarded hours only 'rounded up' a little bit for good work. Pace further 
advised that the other department policy violation of allowing Tsabak to stay in the department while staff 
went on a run was a fabrication and 'never happened'. He further advised that the 'tapes wili show it 
never happened'. Pace went on to advise that the video recording system is in a smaller room off of his 
office and that whenever he is not in the building his office and ali access to the video recorder is locked. 
Pace stated that nobody can get in to the recorder without his knowledge. 

This investigator then recontacted IT Pflueger and requested he return to the fire department and 
retrieve the first thirty minutes of the historical activity on the tape to determine the identity of the person 
who deleted the files which contained the evidence this investigator had originally been seeking. Upon IT 
Pflueger arriving at the fire department he met with Bobby Pace who had an entirely different demeanor 
on this visit and was no longer cooperative and told Pflueger he needed a subpoena to retrieve the tape 
he was seeking. Pace then made numerous phone calls complaining about Pflueger's attempts to get the 
video, to include to appointed and elected city officials and to the Chief of Police, Dan Cody. At that point 
Chief Cody advised him that it was city property and that a subpoena was not necessary and that he 
needed to surrender the property to IT Pflueger to which he then complied. Pflueger attempted to retrieve 
the video for several hours and due to technical difficulties had to leave the machine in a download state 
and requested Administrative Assistant Donna Kearney who has extensive command of computer 
operations to respond on the following day to retrieve the downloaded video as he would walk her 
through the process. Kearney advised that she attempted for several days to retrieve the video but her 
efforts were repeatedly thwarted by Bobby Pace until 03-26-13 when she responded to the fire department 
with Officer Tim Sturman who was able to use a credit card to enter the office door and allow Kearney to 
retrieve the download/DVD which was placed into evidence by Officer Sturman. 

Upon this investigator obtaining and viewing a copy of the aforementioned DVD this investigator was 
able to see that at the genesis / onset of the system beginning to record again, after the files were deleted,

the only person who is seen inside the hallways of the fire department is Bobby Pace. There are other staff 
members noted outside in the front of the building as it appeared they were just returning from a call but are not 
observed inside the building. 

A charging affidavit was completed by this investigator for Robert Pace for Obstruction of Justice (resisting 
officer without violence) and Tampering with Evidence to be sent to the State Attorney's Office for their review. 

No further action necessary at this time. 

In regards to the suspicious hours awarded to Blinov there is no video surveillance or witnesses available to 
substantiate any claim at this time.

Davis was suspicious of the presented hours due to duration ( up to five hours) and 
time of night ( i0:00p) and was able to confirm with Flagler Beach Fire Department staff who viewed the video surveillance of the aforementioned 
five alleged time periods of service that the hours were false and Tsabak's Community Control was subsequently violatetd/revoked and he was 
sentenced to Sumter Correctional Facility until August 2015. The FBFD staff member who viewed the original video surveillance advised the 
probationer only stayed approximately one hour but was awarded five hours and the defendant was witnessed signing the probationer's form. After 
learning that a complaint had been lodged against him the defendant did then destroy/erase the video surviellance depicting the aforementioned. After 
the files were deleted and at the genesis of the new historical recorded activity the defendant is the only person observed in the FBFD.
